Geistlbmbk : For more than five years the State of 
Tennessee has been deprived of her privileges in the 
Union of our fathers. By the treason of oar people we 
have fallen from our high estate as a member of the great 
American Confederacy. For more than a year past the 
loyal people of the State have been trying to place her in 
a position, and to prove her worthy to be recognized and 
re-admitted to all her forfeited rights Our Senators and 
Representatives have lingered for many months at the 
threshhold of the Government asking to be repeated in 
the National Councils. 

In view of the rebellious conduct of so many of our 
people, and the treachery of those who controlled her ac- 
tion, Congress has deemed it necessary to require of us 
certain conditions precedent as guarantees for our future 
loyalty. To this end it has been deemed necessary to the 
future security of the whole country that the State Legis- 
lature should ratify certain amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States, which may be briefly stated as 
follows:* 

1. Equal protection of all citizens in the enjoyment of 
life, liberty atd property. 

2. That classes who are disfranchised without crime 
shall not be taken into account in fixing the basis of Fed- 
eral representation. 

3. That certain persons who. have proved themselves 
dangerous to the peace of the country shall not be eligible 
toofl&ce. 

4. The validity of the National debt shall not be ques- 
tioned, while all debts incurred in aid of the rebellion are 
illegal and void. 
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As to the disloyal portion of our people these terms are 
mild in the extreme; and it is hoped there is nothing in them 
repugnant to the sentiments of the loyal, or if there be, 
that all objections will be yielded upon the altar of our 
common country. 

Ther^ore^ I, William G. Brownlow, Governor of the 
State of Tennessee, in consideration of the premises, and 
viewing the present an "extraordinary occasion," do issue 
this my proclamation, convening the General Assembly 
in extraordinary session, to consider of said amendments 
to the Federal Constitution, and do call upon the mem- 
bers thereof to assemble in the State Capitol, on Wednes- 
day, July 4, 1866, when and where "the purposes for 
which they will have been convened" will be more fully 
stated to them.

GenUemen cf the Senate and House of BepresentaUves : 

Having convened you in extraordinary session, it is 
made my duty by the Constitution- to state to you the 
purposes for which you have been convened. The main 
purpose, and that which constitutes the present an extra- 
ordinary occasion, is briefly, but directly, stated in my 
Proclamation of the 19th of June, calling you together, 
'o that paper I respectfully refer you. 
' Under the fifth article of the Constitution of the United 
States, Congress has proposed, as an amendment to that 
instrument, a fourteenth article, which has been duly cer* 
tified and communicated to this Department, by the Secre- 
tary of State, of the United States. Copies of said 
proposed amoidment, with the authenticating certificate, 
and letter of enclosure of the Secretary of State, are here- 
with transmitted for your consideration, and I invoke your 
action as promptly as is consistent with the gravity and 
importance of the subject. 

I beg you to bear in mind, in your deliberations, that 
while the most of you have been at all times, personally 
and individually, loyal to the United States, as a whole 
you represent a State, the most of whose people went into 
rebellion, raised one hundred and fifty-four regiments, and 
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sent them into the field to fight against the National Qov- 
ernment; levied ^ar against the United States for four 
years, and were finally conquered and reduced to the 
condition of inhabitants of a subjugated province, wholly 
at the mercy of the conqueror. By the laws of nations 
and the laws of war, the General Government has an 
undoubted right to prescribe terms of settlement to the 
State of Tennessee. These terms have been prescribed, 
and are now presented for your acceptance or rejection, 
I have every assurance that when they are accepted, your 
Senators and Representatives, will be admitted to their 
seats in Congress, and the State at once re-clad with her 
long lost rights. Are these terms reasonable ? For my 
own part, they seem to me to be but the decree of politi- 
cal justice and equity, made necessary by the result of the 
rebellion. 

By the first section, equal protection in the enjoyment 
of life, liberty and property, is guaranteed to all citizens. 
Practically, this aflFects mainly the negro, who having been 
emancipated by the rebellion, and having lost that protec- 
tion which the interest of the master gave him, became by 
the very laws of nature, entitled to the civil fights of the 
citizen, and to the means of enforcing those rights. 

To deny this to him, would be to place his life, property 
and labor in the power of every unfriendly local authority, 
or evil disposed person, and would be an instance of bar- 
barism unworthy of the age. It will also prevent unjust 
and oppressive discrimination by one State against the 
citizens of other States. 

By the second section, classes who are disfranchised 
without crime, are not to be counted in ascertaining tiie 
basis of Federal representation. This, too, may be re- 
garded as one of the results of the rebellion; a chaise 
made necessary by our changed condition. We have now 
among us a class of freemen, to whom we deny the ballot 
and all other political rights. Have we a right to count 
them against the enfranchised citizens of other States? 
If so, then will three of our citizens, (rebels though they 
be,) equal in the political balance four citizens of any 
Northern State, however patriotic; and one citizen of 
South Carolina or Mississippi will balance two citizens or 
Union soldiers who may reside North of the Ohio. Cer- 
tainly the South is not in a condition to claim so great a 
political advantage in the national adjustment now pro- 
posed, unless, indeed, there be merit in rebellion. 

The third section is intended to prevent that class of 
rebel leaders from holding office, who, by violating their 
official oaths, added one great dfiense to another. It is 
ineant as a safeguard against another rebellion, by keep* 
itlg out of power those who brought on and are mainly 
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reepenfiibto for that ihrofigh wfaieh we have just passed. 
TbeBB men, in law and jostiee, forfeited their lives and 
|»0perty, but a benign azid merciful Government inflicts 
no other punishment or disability upon them than such as 
is necessary to prevent them from repeating their crime. 
No loyal citizen will object to this section. 

The fourth section declares the validity of our national 
debti and that debts incurred or losses sustained in aid of 
€^ rebellion, are void. This is simply a decoration of 
the honorable intentions of the nation, and will be en- 
dorsed by every American citizen who is worthy of the 
title. It also refuses compensation for slaves lost or 
emancipated by the war. As our slaves were lost by the 
rebellious conduct of our own people, we should not ex- 
pect to tax the nation to pay for them. 

This brief analysis of the proposed amendment, exhibits 
a magnanimity on the part of the American people, 
through their Bepresentatives in Congress, which chal- 
lenges our admiration. Viewed as terms of final adjust- 
ment, between liie conqueror and the conquered, their 
mildness and freedom from all penalty is without a paral- 
lel in the history of nations. 

I congratulate you on your good fortune, in having the 
opportunity of being the honored agents of restoring the 
ship of State to her ancient moorings, soon again to set 
sail upon her voyage of prosperity and glory. But little 
over a year ago, you assembled in the Capitol, and took 
charge of the State. She was prostrate, bleeding and 
helpless. The courts were no\ihere held with safety, and 
justice was administered only within a few fortified posts. 
County governments were broken up, and peace oflBcers 
made no efforts to perform their duties, and anarchy, with 
all its horrors, reigned supreme. Without a treasury or 
revenue laws, the credit of the State was destroyed, and 
our grand system of railroads was in ruins ; while guer- 
rillas prowled without restraint oyer the State. You 
have placed our great State upon its feet. Under your 
judicious legislation, the treasury has been able to meet 
the heaviest demands. The credit of the State is rapidly 
rising to its former maximum height. Your railroads are 
nearly all in running order, paying the interest on their 
loans, while all your courts are open, and justice is ad- 
ministered in every part of the State. It is now your 
proud privilege, to restore the noble old Commonwealth 
to her ancient position in the Union of our fathers. As 
you have performed your duty heretofore, in defiance of 
the abuse and denunciation of traitors, so I am confident 
you will do so in the future, heedless of threats or dicta- 
tion from any source. 

I regret that duty requires me to bring to your notice 
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any other subject than the weighty qnestion I have already 
submitted, but I am constrained to call your attention to 
the necessity of amending an Act, passed at your last Ses- 
sion, entitled ''An Act to establish a Metropolitan Police 
District, and to provide for the government thereof." 
Having appointed Commissioners for the cities of Mem- 
phis and Chattanooga, the force in each case was promptly 
organized, and the prospect for relief to the peaceable 
citizens was quite promising. But the law, in its practical 
workings, is found to be quite defective. Chief among 
these defects, may be mentioned the want of an adequate 
remedy in case of the refusal of the County Courts to 
levy and collect the necessary revenue to defray the ex- 
penses of the police, and the power of evil disposed per- 
sons in combination, to arrest the operations of the Com- 
missioners, by injudicious and wanton litigation. Other 
defects will present themselves, and it is believed will be 
easily corrected. A thorough perfection of the law is 
recommended.

JOIMT RESOLUTION PROPOSING AN AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION OF THE UNITED STATES. 

"jBe it resolved by the Senate and Hbtise of Representatives 
'(/ the United States of America in Congress assembled^ 
(two-thirds of both Homes concurring,) That the following 
article be proposed to the Legislatures of the several 
States, as an amendment to the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, which, when ratified by three-fourths of said 
Legislatures, shall be valid as part of the Constitution, 
namely : 

ARTICLE XIV. 

Section 1. All persons born or naturalized in the Uni- 
ted States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are citi- 
zens of the United States, and of the State wherein they 
reside. No State shall make or enforce any law which 
shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citizens of 
.the United States; Qor shall any State deprive any person 
of life, liberty or property, without due process of law, 
nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction, the equal 
protection of the laws. 

Section 2. Representatives shall be apportioned among 
the several States according to their respective numbers, 
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counting the whole number of perBons in each State, ex- 
cluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote 
at any election for the choice of electors for President 
and Vice President of the United States, Representatives 
in Congress, the executive or judicial oflScers of a State, 
or the members of the Legislature thereof, is denied to 
any of the male inhabitants of such State, being twenty- 
one years of age, and citizens of the United States, or in* 
any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion or 
other crime, the basis of representation therein, shall be 
reduced in the proportion which the number of such male 
citizens shall bear to the whole number of male citizens 
twenty one years of age in such State. 

Section 3. No person shall be a Senator or Represen- 
tative in Congress, or elector of President and Vice- 
President, or hold any ofl&ce, civil or military, under the 
United States, or under any State, who, having previously 
taken an oath as a member of Congress, or as an oflScer 
of the United States, or as a member of any State Legis- 
lature, or as an executive or judicial oflScer of any State, 
to support the Constitution of the United States, shall 
have engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the 
same, or given aid or comfort to the enemies thereof. But 
Congress may, by a vote of two-thirds of each House, re- 
move such disability. 

Section 4. The validity of the public debt of the Uni- 
ted States authorized by law, including debts incurred for 
payment of pensions and bounties, for services in suppress- 
ing the insuirection or rebellion, shall not be questioned. 
But neither the United States nor any State, shall 
assume or pay any debt or obligation incurred in aid of 
insurrection or rebellion against the United States, or any 
claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave, but all 
such debts, obligations and claims, shall be held illegal 
and void. 

Section 5. The Congress shall have power to enforce, 
by appropriate legislation, the provisions of this article.

CHAPTER n. 

ft 

AN ACT AmeDdatory to **An Act to establish a Metropolitan Police 
District, and to proTidd for the GoTernment thereof,*' passed May 
14, 1866. 

Section 1. Be it enacted by the General AssenMy of the 
State of Tennessee^ That section thirty-nine, abolishing the 
office of Recorder, be so amended that the acts of the 
Recorders of Memphis,'Na8hville and Chattanooga, shall 
be, and they are hereby declared, valid, till the Commis- 
sioners appointed enter iipon their duties, and notify said 
Recorders that they are ready to take their positions as 
Commissioners and magistrates ex-offido, then said Recor- 
der shall cease to act as such, and the duties vested only 
in the Metropolitan Police Commissioners. 

Sec. 2. Be it further efimcted, That section forty-one be 
so amended that all the rights, powers, duties, requirements 
and privileges granted and imposed upon Memphis and 
2l 
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County of Shelby, be, and the same are hereby extended 
to Nashville, and that the number of Commissioners shall 
be the same as allowed to Memphis and Shelby County, 
with the same official titles, powers, and privileges. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted^ That section forty-two be 
so amended as to confer all the rights, powers and privi- 
leges on the City of Chattanooga and County of Hamilton., 
that are allowed the City of Memphis and County of 
Shelby, except that there shall be but one Coifimissioner, 
whose salary shall be twenty-five hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Sec. 4. Be it further eriactedj That it shall be the duty of 
the Treasurer of the State to advance such sums of money as 
shall be actually necessary for the maintenance of the Me- 
tropolitan Police of the several Districts, out of any money 
not otherwise appropriated, in case said Districts shall 
refuse to make the assessments asked for by said Comnais- 
sioners, till such claims can be collected by virtue of this 
act. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, That in case the Board 
of Mayor and Aldermen of any City, or County Court of 
any County, where a Metropolitan District is established, 
shall refuse to assess, levy and collect, as hereinafter pro- 
vided, it shall be the duty of said Commissioners to apply 
to the Circuit Court Judge, or Judge at Chambers, for a 
peremptory mandamus; and should any Board of Mayor 
and Aldermen of any City, or County Courtof any County, 
against which said mandamus is issued, refuse to obey the 
same, then said Board of Mayor and Aldermen, or said 
County Court, or such members as may refuse, shall be 
brought before said Circuit Court, and if found guilty of 
refusing obedience to the law, each member shall be pun- 
ished by fine and imprisonment according to the nature 
of such cases made and provided. , 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, That section thirty-seven 
be so amended, that it shall be the duty of the Sanitary 
Sergeant to have all filth, garbage, Ac, moved from the 
streets and alleys of the City of Memphis, and in case the 
City of Memphis refuse or fail to furnish him with the 
necessary carts and men, the Board of Police Commis- 
sioners is authorized to employ them; Provided, the number 
of said carts so employed shall not exceed two for each 
ward of the City. 

Sec. 7. ,Be it furth&r enacted, That all fines, forfeitures, 
and costs, collected from prisoners convicted in said Police 
Court, shall be appropriated as follows: 1st. To defray 
the necessary expenses incurred by the Board in providing 
and furnishing station houses, and feeding and taking care 
of the prisoners therein. 2d. To defray the necessary 
expenses of furnishing carts and laborers to remove filth,

garbage, &c., from the streets and alleys of the City of- 
^ Memphis, in case the Board of Mayor and Aldermen of 
said City should fail to furnish the same. 3d. The bal- 
ance shall be paid over to the Board of Mayor and Al- 
dermen of the City of Memphis, to defray the expenses of 
the City Workhouse, as provided for in the Charter and 
ordinances of said City. But should said City fail to pro- 
vide such workhouse, or refuse to receive the prisoners 
committed to the same by the Police Court hereinbefore 
provided for, then the Board of Police Commissioners 
shall retain the balance for the purpose hereinafter speci- 
fied. If the Board of Mayor and Aldermen of the City 
of Memphis, fail to provide a workhouse, or refuse to re- 
ceive prisoners committed by the Police Court, then the 
Board of Commissioners are authorized to establish a 
workhouse, and to defray the expenses of the same with 
the amount received for fines and forfeitures in the Police 
Court. 

Sec. 8. Be it further eruzdedj That any part of the 
Charter, Law, or Ordinance granted to or nf|fde by said 
City government of Memphis, in conflict with this law, is 
hereby repealed from the passage of this act. 

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted^ That no injunction shall 
be issued against or restraining the full force of a per- 
emptory mandamus till a hearing is had before the Su- 
preme Court on the merits. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enadedj That this act shall take 
effect from and after its passage.

Constitution of the United States. 

Be it resdved by the Chnerdl AssemMy of the State cf 
Tennessee, That the amendment to the Constitution of the 
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United States, proposed by Joint Resolntion of the Con- 
gress of the United States at its present seasion, in the 
words and figures following, viz: 

" Be it resdved hy the Senate and Sonse^ Bepresenta- 
Uvea of the United States of America in (jongre^s assem-^ 
Ned, (two-thirds of hoth Nouses concurring J That the 
following article be proposed to the Legislatures of the 
several States, as an amendment to the Constitution of the 
United States, which, when ratified by tliree-fourths of 
said Legislatures, shall be valid as part of the Constitu- 
tion, namely : 

ARTICLE xrv. 

Section 1. All persons born and naturalized in the 
United States, and subject to the jurisdiction thereof, are 
citiaens of the United States, and of the State wherria 
they Beside. No State shall make or enforce any law 
which shall abridge the privileges or immunities of citi- 
zens of the United States; nor shall any State deprive 
any person of life, liberty or property, without due pro- , 
cess of law, nor deny to any person within its jurisdiction, , 
the equal protection of the laws. 

Section^. Representatives shall be apportioned among 
the several States according to their respective numbers, 
counting the whole number of persons in each State, ex- . 
eluding Indians not taxed. But when the right to vote 
at any election for the choice of electors for President 
and Vice-President of the United States, Representatives: 
in Congress, the ex:ecutive or judicial officers of a State, 
or the members of the Legislature thereof, is denied to 
any of the male inhabitants of such State, being twenty- 
one years of age, and citiizens of the United States, or in 
any way abridged, except for participation in rebellion or 
other crime, the basis of representation therein, shall be 
reduced in the proportion which the number of such male 
citizens shall bear to the whole number of male citizens 
twenty-one years of age in such State. 

Section 3. No person shall be a Senator or Represen- 
tative in Congress, or elector of President and Vice 
President, or hold any office, civil or military, under the 
United States, or under any State, who, having previously 
taken an oath as a member of Congress; or as an officer 
of the United States, or as a member of any State Legis- 
lature, or as an executive or judicial officer of any State, 
to support the Constitution of the United States, shall 
have engaged in insurrection or rebellion against the 
same, or given aid and comfort to the enemies thereof. 
But Congress may by a vote of two thirds of each House, 
remove such disability. 
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Section 4. The validity of the public debt of the 
United States authorized by law, including debts incurred 
for payment -of pensions and bounties, for services in sup- 
pressing the insurrection or rebellion, shall not be ques- 
tioned. But neither the United States nor any State, 
shall assume or pay any debt or obligation incurred in 
aid of insurrection or rebellion against the United States, 
or any claim for the loss or emancipation of any slave, 
but all such debts, obligations and claims shall be held 
illegal and void. 

Section 5« The Congi^ess shall have power to enforce, 
by appropriate legislation, the provisions of this article."

Whereas, A writ of habeas corpus was sued out be- 
fore his Honor, Judge Frazier, of the Criminal Court of 
Davidson County, and served upon Capt. Heydt, com- 
manding him to appear before his Honor with the body of 
P, Williams, Representative from Carter County; and 

Whereas, The House of Representatives made the 
following return to said writ, to-wit: "House Resolution 
No. 4. Be it resolved by the House of Bepreserdatives, 
That we do respectfully but most emphatically deny the 
jurisdiction of said Criminal Court in the premises, and 
the authority of said Court to interfere in the discipline 
and organization of the House of Representatives, and 
direct Capt. Heydt, as Sergeant-at-Arms, to tender this 
resolution to his Honor, Judge Frazier, as his return to 
said writ; and furthermore, that Capt. Heydt be directed 
to continue under arrest all members detained by him 
under said resolution, until otherwise ordered by this 
House; and 

Whereas, Judge T. N. Frazier, of said Criminal Court 
of Davidson County, issued an attachment for said Capt,

Besolved by the House of Bepresentativea, That the con- 
duct of the said Judge T. N. Frazier was a gross and un- 
justifiable violation of the high and indispensable privi- 
leges of this House, and merits prompt and decisive means 
. of punishment. 

Reaolvedj 2d, That the Speaker of the House of Rep- 
resentatives be directed to serve proper notice upon the 
said Judge T. N. Frazier, and said Sheriff of Davidson 
County, and said posse comitatus, to appear before this 
Body on the second Monday of November, 1866, when and 
where to answer such charges as may be brought against 
them at said time.
